The most stringent regulations 


for pea canning in the entire na- 
tion will become effective in Wis- 
consin June 1, under orders issued 
by the state department of markets 
at the direction of Commissioner 
Edward Nordman. As a result of 
the regulations, inquiries are com- 
ing to the state department from 
all parts of the nation, asking about 
the regulations, the requirments and 
purposes of the order. 
The regulations were issued to 


protect the Wisconsin pea canning 
industry, it is stated by Alvin C. 
Reis, attorney of the department 
Over fifty per cent of the peas 
canned in the nation are canned in 
Wisconsin, it is said. Last year's 
production is estimated at 9,000,OOC 
cases, with an estimated value ol 
$27,000,000. 


The regulations prescribe new re- 


quirements for labels or tags on 
peas canned in Wisconsin as to va- 
riety.

German Ship Stowaway 
Reveals Grim Story to 
Madison Man On Trip 


Rudolph Hohlfeld, Madison, now traveling in Germany, 


has been engaged by the Capital Times to write a series of 
first-hand articles on conditions in Germany. The first of 
the series follows.—Editor's Note. 


BY RUDOLPH HOHLFELD 


LIMRITZ i: SACHSEN, Germany, Jan. 7—1 received my 


first impression of conditions in Germany before even set- 
ting foot on a steamer. It was down at the North German 
Lloyd pier in Hoboken, where the S. S. Munchen was being 
loaded with box after box of bacon, preparatory to sailing 
Dec. 12 at noon for Bremerhafen, Germany. 


A curious group of 18 rather foreign looking men was 


lined up on the pier as though awaiting some sort of sen- 
tence. They were far from happy looking; some wore 
shreds of trousers that ill concealed the fact that they had 
no underwear; others were without shoes. A few, indeed, 
seemed to be warmly clad, but in every case their disap- 
pointment, almost despair, was painfully evident. Soon 
they were marched across the gang plank and disappeared 
into the forward part of the ship. Who were they? Where 
were they going? N6 one seemed to know.

sirable Hnrl will in ume become 
less popular. 'WTiat is needed is 
not more restrictive laws, but

"The most advanced civiliza- 


tions have come to the conclu- 
sion that the monogamous union 
is socially the most successful. 
This being the case monogamy 
has become our accepted ideal. 
With earlier societies -the fam- 
ily^ -was the social unit, but
